TOWNSHIP BOARD NOT INCLUDED 
IN FINANCIAL DECISION

The Huron Township board 
meeting on June 13, ended 
with a heated discussion re- 
sulting from the Treasurer’s 
report. Treasurer Jarrod Bar- 
ron told the Board that a fee 
had been established with the 
Local Development Finance 
Authority (LDFA). 

The Treasurer said that one 
of Plante Moran’s key recom- 
mendations was to establish a 

fee for administrative work 
“that is provided on a day-to- 
day basis for the LDFA. 
Barron said that since the 
LDFA was established in 1988 
it had never paid for the

Township’s services. 

Barron pointed out that he, 
the Supervisor, the accounting 
department, and Plante Moran 
were involved in the decision 
to back charge the LDFA. The 
group decided to charge the 
LDFA $20,000 per year 
retroactive to 1988, totalling 
$240,000. 

Then the Treasurer revealed 
that the money had already 
been transferred. 

Trustee Larry O’Kelley. 
immediately questioned, “Did 
‘T hear you say the money has 
already been collected and 
deposited into our bank 
account?” 


Barron responded, “Yes. 
They actually voted at the May 
30 LDFA meeting to con- 
tribute $240,000 to the 
Township.” 

O’Kelley reprimanded, “Don’t 
you think it would have been 
to the Township Board’s dis- 
cretion, or at least their right 
and obligation to study that 
agreement to. determine if 
that’s the fairest amount and 
then to approve it? Who made 
this unilateral decision?” 

Barron denied, “It was no. 
unilateral decision...” 

“What I’m saying,” said 
O’Kelley, “is a financial trans- 
action went on between one

Barron offered, after the 
fact, “Well, if you wish to 
restructure or renegotiate we 
can do that.”

WITH ROOFING COSTS

On June 18, the Huron 
‘Board of Education accepted 
roof and parking lot bids pre- 
sented by Wolgast Corpora- 
tion. Tim Johnson, represent- 
ing Wolgast recommended a 
bid of $79,548 for the high 
school entryway, $289,379 to 
reroof the high school, and 
$177,000 to reroof Renton 
Junior High. 

Trustee Colleen Lazere 
commented, “I’m really disap- 
pointed ... Why is the cost for 
the high school roofing 
$100,000 over budget?” 

Johnson said that Wolgast 
knew at the outset that the cost 
would be over the budgeted 
amount. 
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Board members expressed 
their displeasure that they had- 
n’t been made aware of the 
possible over expenditure. 


Zavodsky then motion not to . 


accept the bid. 

Huron’s Business Manager 
Carol Miles explained, “As we 
move through the bond issue, 
there will be some overages 
and some shortage.” She 
pointed out that it’s unfortu- 
nate that there was such an 
overage at the start of the 
improvement process. 

Treasurer Richard Zavod- 
sky also asked Wolgast about 
the pitch on the roofs. Johnson 
said that a couple of the build- 
ings will have only a slight 
pitch, but they won’t be flat. 

Zavodsky continued, “I 
have a bad taste in my mouth” 
about such a large mistake in 
budgeting. 

Johnson explained that he 


had mismeasured the high 
school roof by one half, which 
resulted in a higher roofing 
cost. 

Trustee Donna Mendrysa 
said that the Board has to 
answer to the taxpayers and 
they. will look to Wolgast to 
see where the additional cost 
can be made up. She pointed 
out that the community puts 
their faith in the Board and the 
Board puts their faith in 
Wolgast. 

Rescinding his motion, 
Zavodsky moved to approve 
the bids with a stipulation that 
Wolgast make up the differ- 


ence elsewhere. The motion 


was carried. 

The purchase of new social 
studies textbooks was also on 
the agenda for grades K-12. 

Lazere asked when was the 
last time the District purchased 
social studies textbooks. 


Brown Elementary Princi- 
pal Rod Hopper said it had 
been six years.
